3 6 , of Cincinnati. 
The resolution pro­ 
vided that the association use its u t­ 
most endeavors to induce the 
state 
legislature to enact a law compelling 
ow ners operating plants where engines 
are run 24 hours 7 days of the week 
to hire a separate engineer for each 
of the th ree eight hour shifts, practi­ 
cally m aking an eight hour day for the 
engineers of th a t establishm ent. 
Mr. 
Yeager m ade an able and earnest plea 
tor the resolution, and finished with a 
motion to the effect th a t the conven­ 
tion not concur in the report of th e 
com m ittee. 
The sentim ent prevailed 
th a t the adoption of 
the 
resolution 
would violate a clause in the pream ble 
which says th at the m em bership shall 
not enter 
into any 
m ovem ent 
th a t 
m ight incite strikes. 
It was clearly shown, however. by 
the argum ent of H enry Ketter, of Cin­ 
cinnati, th a t such was not the inten­ 
tion of the resolution, nor would it 
conflict in any way with the provisions 
of the constitution to ask w hat was 
justly due them. 
The 
engineers 
of 
Cincinnati had entered into an ag ree­ 
m ent with their em ployers whereby, 


on Jan. I, 1902. they would work under 
the provisions of the resolution as pre­ 
sented. 
It had caused no strike there 
and he did not think it would result 
th a t w ay in any case. 
G. \V. Rear, chairm an of the resolu­ 
tion com mittee, 
defended 
his position 
and action 
with reference 
to the reso­ 
lution by stating th a t he did not be­ 
lieve it would be just to his employer 
to demand an eight hour day. 
He had 
warked at one place for 
the past lo 
years, and 
was putting in a 12 hour 
day. He was willing to continue doing 
so, as he did not desire to antagonize 
his employer. 
W hen President 
Y eager’s 
motion 
was put by the vice president it was 
lost. 
Mr. Howie then moved it be re­ 
ferred to the legislative com m ittee 
with the recom m endation that they do 
all in their power to bring about an 
eight hour day. 
The state license com m ittee report 
ed that, owing to the im portance of 
the questions and provisions contain­ 
ed in the bill presented by the Elyria 
association, which had been referred 
to them, they would respectfully ask 
for more tim e to deliberate upon the 
m atters contained therein. 
They will 
refer then* findings to the m em bership 
of the local associations for final a c t-1 
ion. 
A vote of th anks was extended to A 
J. L. Kerr, of the local association, for 
a handsom e bouquet, which was pre­ 
sented to the association at noon. 
The business of the convention hav­ 
ing been completed, the election of 
officers for the ensuing term was pro­ 
ceeded with.

out on a strike m arched in a body 
against the M aritime mines of this 
place, w here non-union men were at 
work. 
They tried to enter, but the 
operators had 
stationed 20 guards, 
arm ed with W inchester rifles, behind 
the bloeked-up entrance. 
Superintendent 
Lam bert, it is al­ 
leged, warned tile strikers to leave. 
When they persisted in their attem pt 
to force their way into the m ine he 
gave the command to fire. 
The firing was not all in one vol­ 
ley, the guards keeping up the shoot­ 
ing until, it is claimed, a t 
least 50 
shots were fired. 
T here w ere 
no 
shots fired by the strikers, who fled 
in disorder. 
Three 
men were hit. 
The victims are: 
Boyd M artin, Riley 
Johnson aud Sam Artrip. 
All are dangerously wounded and it 
is thought the first two will die. 
T he 
strikers have dispersed, waiting rein­ 
forcem ents and sw earing vengeance 
for the blood of their com rades. 
The trouble has been brewing here 
for som e tim e 
past 
between the 
miners and the operators. 
T he union 
men persuaded many of the non-union 
miners to join them, and W ednesday 
night alm ost the entire force a t Lo­ 
gan and Red Jacket mines laid down 
their tools.

In 1880 there were 580 towns or cit- 
ties with over 4.000 population each. 
The total number living in those ur- j 
ban communities was about 12,000,000, 
or nearly one-fourth the whole popula­ 
tion. In 1800, there were 905 cities or * 
towns in the United States having 
more than 4,000 population each, mak­ 
ing up a total of 20,000,000. or one- 
third of the whole population of tho I 
country at that time, the percentage 
of city population being steadily upon 
the increase. 
The combined popula-1 
tion of the cities and towns having 
more than 4.000 population was 38,- 
000,000 by the 1900 census, or one-half 
of the total population of the country. 
There are now 
10,602 
incorporated 
towns or cities in the United States of 
■which 38 have more than 100,000 pop­ 
ulation each. 
There are of course many reasons 
for the change from country to city. 
One is the attractions of the city; an­ 
other is the increase of manufacturing 
business, and another the fact that the 
cities themselves are constantly tak­ 
ing in more population by adding to 
their territory.

Then he spoke 
in a low. tired voice. 
Thursday his 
denials iii the allegations of Mr. and 
Mrs. Barker were spoken in a loud, 
firm tone, and when asked if the al­ 
leged outrage was the reason' Mrs. 
Barker I* ft the church he shouted out 
th e “No” so that it rang through til* 
court room and t bn ugh the corridors. 
His denials g< ne, illy 
were 
strong, 
positive, 
absolute. 
W hen 
on 
the 
stand before Keller showed no spirit, 
but Thursday, as lie denied the truth 
of the statem ents of the Backers, he 
was more like the Keller of a year 
ago, his friends said, th an he has 
been at any time since the shooting. 
It was a hard day for Mrs. Barker, 
for neighbor after neighbor went on 
the stand and swore that her repu­ 
tation for truth and varacity was bad. 
Some even said it was bad. 
The bat­ 
tle of Insanity experts was the third 
feature of the day. 
Previous to the resum ption of the 
trial Thursday there was a whispered 
conference betwe* n Judge Blair and

It was proposed by th is com m ittee 


t h a t the state se cretary 's bond be chan 


ged from $500 to $100. 
Considerable 


discussion was indulged in over this 


proposition and not a little opposition 
developed, but it finally prevailed as 


form ulated by the com m ittee. 
A clause providing for a change in 


the per capita tax from IO cents to 5 


ce n ts per m em ber w as offered and 


adopted. 
Article 13. which provided for the ap ­ 


pointm ent of county deputies by the 


sta te president, was, on recom m ends 


tion of the com m ittee, stricken out, as 


it has always been a dead letter. 


Section 2 of article 4, was am ended 


so as to read: 
“ Its duly credited rep­ 


resentatives of the subordinate asso­ 


ciations to the sta te convention. 
An 
officer of the convention shall not have 
a vote therein: b ut th e president, in 
ca se of a tie. shall c a s t the deciding 
vote.” 
This concluded th e report, and on 
motion the secretary was instructed 
to have the constitution printed, th e 
sam e to contain the am endm ents just 
adopted. 
The auditing com m ittee reported the 
books of the sta te association to be in 
excellent condition, and com m ended 
th e several officers for th e ir work. 
T he convention by motion referred 
back to the reception of resolutions 
and the following w ere introduced: 
W. E. Hassell presented a resolution 
looking to the fixing of an apprentice 
clause in the constitution, providing 
for an apprenticeship clause of two 
years. 
A resolution was subm itted to do 
aw ay with the word “horsepow er" and 
instead use the w ords "75 square feet 
of heated surface.” 
*» * 
Resolved, th a t th e present limit of 
horsepow er requiring th e services of a 
duly licensed engineer be further, re­ 
duced from its present rate to 20 h o rse­ 
power, was th e next proposition. 
Columbus association recom m ended 
the adoption of 
a resolution 
which 
provided th a t this sta te body lend its 
moral and financial support to sustain 
the state license law; th a t we use our 
influence to have th e general assem 
Ply enact laws which will further bene­ 
fit th e craft. 
Adopted. 
Chief Collier m ade a num ber of rec- 
om endations in th e shape of resolu­ 
tions with reference to the inspection 
of engineers. 
Pomeroy association presented a pa­ 
p er in the shape of a resolution com ­ 
m ending E xam iner Collier for his effl 
d e n t 
work. 
In 
the 
com m unication 
they made m ention of the fact th at 
th e barriers had been broken down and 
a woman adm itted to mem bership. 
Elyria No. 12 presented a fully d ra ft­ 
ed bill to be taken before the legisla­ 
tu re for e n a c tm e n t 
It, provided for 
a radical revision of th e license laws. 
T he bill was referred to the sta te li­ 
cen se com m ittee. 
♦ 
T he ways and m eans com m ittee in 
n-portlng warmly com m ended 
P resi­ 
d ent F. H. Yeager for his very able re­ 
port. and recom m ended its adoption 
by th e 
convention 
with a vote 
of 
th an k s to th at official. 
T he resolution com m ittee reported 
adversely upon the resolution* of No. 
36, of Cincinnati. 
T h e resolution pro- 
\ ided that the association use Its u t­ 
m ost endeavors to Induce the 
state 
legislature to enact a law compelling 
ow ners operating plants where engines 
an* run 24 hours 7 days of the week 
to hire a sep arate engineer for each 
of the three eight hour shifts, practi­ 
cally m aking an eight hour day for the 
engineers of th a t establishm ent. 
Mr. 
Yeager made an able and earnest plea 
tor the resolution, and finished with a 
m otion to the effect th a t the conven­ 
tio n not concur in th e report of the 
-committee. 
T he sen tim en t prevailed 
th a t the adoption of 
the 
resolution 
would violate a clause in the pream ble 
which says th a t th e m em bership shall 
not enter 
into any 
m ovem ent 
th at 
m ight incite strikes. 
It was clearly shown, however, by 
th e argum ent of H enry K etter. of Cin 
d n n a tl, th at such w as not the inten­ 
tion of the resolution, nor would it 
conflict in any way with the provisions 
of the constitution to ask w hat wa 
justly due them .

of 
Cincinnati had entered into an agree 
m e n t with their em ployers whereby 


on Jan. I, 1902, they would w ork under 
th e provisions of the resolution as pre­ 
sented. 
It had caused no strik e there, 
and he did not think it would result j 
th a t w ay in any case. 
G. W. Bear, chairm an of the resolu­ 
tion com m ittee, defended his position 
and action with reference to th e reso 
lution by stating th at he did not be-' 
lieve it would be ju st to his em ployer 
to dem and an eight hour day.

Mr. Howie then moved it be re 
ferred to the legislative com m ittee 
with the recom m endation that they do 
all in their pow er to bring about an 
eight hour day. 
The state license com m ittee report 
ed that, owing to the im portance of 
the questions and provisions contain­ 
ed in the bill presented by the Elyria 
association, which had been referred 
to them, they would respectfully ask 
for m ore tim e to deliberate upon the 
m a tte rs contained therein. 
They will 
refer their findings to the m em bership 
of the local associations for final a c t­ 
ion. 
A vote of th a n k s was extended to A 
J. L. Kerr, of th e local association, for 
a handsom e bouquet, w'hich was p re­ 
sented to the association at noon. 
The business of the convention hav­ 
ing been com pleted, the election of 
officers for the ensuing term was pro­ 
ceeded with. 
R. G. Ingleson, state deputy, placed 
in nom ination for president th e nam e 
of Joseph Hawi®, of Cleveland. 
On motion th e gentlem an was elec­ 
ted by acclam ation, as w ere all the 
o ther officers. 
The president-elect presented to the 
convention th e nam e of Robert A. Orin 
of E ast Liverpool, for the position of 
state secretary, and from the tone of 
the many seconding speeches, it was 
ap p aren t th a t Mr. Orin is held in high 
esteem by th e m em bers of th e state 
association.

M atewan. \V. Va., Ju n e 21.— A clash 
between tile union 
and 
non-union 
m iners resulted in bloodshed.

ag ain st the M aritim e m ines of this 
place, w here non-union m eq were at 
work. 
They tried to enter, but the 
operators had 
stationed 2U guards, 
arm ed with W inchester rifles, behind 
the blocked-up entrance. 
Superintendent 
Lam bert, it is al­ 
leged, w arned tile strik ers to leave. 
W hen they persisted In their attem p t 
to force their way into the m ine he 
gave the com m and to fire. 
T he firing was not all in one vol­ 
ley, the guards keeping up th e shoot- 
iug until, it is claimed, a t 
least 50 
shots w ere fired. 
T h ere w ere 
no 
shots fired by the strikers, who fled 
in disorder. 
T hree 
m en w'ere hit. 
T he victims are: 
Boyd M artin, Riley 
Johnson aud Sam Artrip. 
AU are eangerously wounded and it 
is thought the first two will die. 
The 
strikers have dispersed, w aiting rein ­ 
forcem ents and sw earing vengeance 
for the blood of their com rades.

There are few cities and 
towns in the country that do not show 
a percentage of growth during the de­ 
cade that is greater than the ordinary, 
natural increase. 
In the agricultural 
districts, it is different. 
Some have 
advanced little; some have stood still, j 
and Rome have gone backward. 
In 1880 there were 580 towns or cit 
ties with over 4,000 population etch. 
The total number living in these ur-1 
ban communities was about 12,000,000. 
or nearly one-fourth the whole popula­ 
tion* 
In 1890, there were 905 cities or f 
towns in the 
United States having 
more than 4,000 population each, rank- I 
1ng up a total of 20,000,000, or one 
third of the whole population of the j 
country at that time, the percentage 
of city population being steadily upon 
the increase. 
The combined popula- j 
tion of the cities and 
towns 
having 
more 
than 4.000 population was .IS,- J 
000,000 by the 1900 census, or one-half 
of the total population of the country. 
There are now 
10,002 
incorporated 
towns or cities in the United States of 
which 38 have more than 100,000 pop­ 
ulation each. 
There are of course many reasons 
for the change from country to city. 
One is the attractions of the city; an 
other Is the increase of manufacturing 
business, and another the fact that the 
cities themselves are constantly tak 
lug in more population by adding to 
their territory.

Mrs. Barker were spoken in a loud, 
firm ton*', and when asked if the al­ 
leged outrage was the reason Mrs, 
Barker lf ft the church he shouted out 
the "No” so that it rang through th ; 
court room and through the corridors. 
His denials g< 'or illy 
were 
strong, 
positive, 
absolute. 
When 
on 
the 
stand before K' ih f showed no spitif, 
but Thursday, as he •!, nied the truth 
of the statements of the Barkers, he 
was more like the Keller of a year 
ago. his friends said, than he has 
been at any time since the shooting. 
It was a hard day for Mrs. Barker, 
for neighbor after neighbor went on 
the stand and swore that her repu­ 
tation for truth and varactty was bad. 
Some even said it was bad. 
I he bat­ 
tle of insanity experts was the third 
feature of the day. 
Previous to the resumption of the 
trial Thursday then* was a whispered . 
conference between Judge Blair and i 
the lawyers in the case, the subject 
of which was understood to be the 
publication in several newspapers * f 
this city and New J< rsey of what pur­ 
ported to be the sworn statem ent by 
Mrs. Bark* r to the circumstances of 
the alleged assault upon aer by Mr. 
Keller on April 19. 1899, and which 
constituted, us alleged, the justifica­ 
tion for the attem pt upon Keller's 
life in February of this year. 
County Prosecutor 
Erwin 
opened 
the proceedings 
by 
addressing the 
court and stating that the published 
story of Mrs. Barker had be* n brought 
to his attention and he hoped the 
court would take such action as it 
deemed wise 
in 
the matter. 
The 
county prosecutor said to make pub­ 
lic such a statement at such a time 
was a violation of the line of conduct 
that had been laid down by the courts 
in such cases as the one pending. 
Judge Barker said he would talk to 
the jury when the proper time came. 
He 
continued: 
“There can be no 
doubt of the motive of the publica­ 
tion at this time. 
The 
court will 
make a rigid investigation of this rep­ 
rehensible aet at the proper time, and 
it will be thorough.”
